Micro- 
computers, which are identical to 
their larger counterparts except 
for their memory capacity, are 
now available for less than $500.

Computers, then, will-beincreas- 
ingly important in the future, and 
learning to use ‘computers. will be 
an important skill for our students 
to master.
